Argentina won the 1979 FIFA World Youth soccer 
tournament for the Coca-Cola Cup by defeating the 
Soviet Union, the defending champions, 3-1 in the 
inet before 52,000 spectators at Tokyo’s national 
stadium. 


Both teams engaged ina hard fought match which was a fitting 
climax to the first junior version of the world cup played in Asia. 

‘The Soviets concentrated their defense against Argentina’s 
midfielder Diego Maradona and striker Ramon Diaz and the fir- 
st half ended in a scoreless tie.

Argentina unleashed a strong attack soon after resumption 
of play in the second half and had the ball almost continuously 
in Soviet territory. 

The Soviets put up a stonewall defense and kept the Argen- 
tines from scoring. ; 

The Soviets, however, electrified the spectators when they 
broke through and Igor Ponomarev scored with a header after 
51 minutes. ‘ ee 

Argentina continued their scoring threat which resulted ina 
penalty for them. Fullback Hugo Alves converted in the 67th 
minute to tie the score. : 

Argentina continued to put pressure on the Soviets. 

Diaz dribbled through the defense and scored in a goal from 
the left flank in the 70th minute to give Argentina a 2-1 iead. 

It was Diaz’ eighth goal in the tournament and secured his 
winning of the “golden shoe” award for the best Scorer. 

Maradona, who had thrilled the spectators with his fast drib- 
bling and passing, clinched victory for Arg 
a tong freekick in after 75 minutes to make it 3-1. : 

In.the midst of thunderous cheers from the near capacity 
crowd, the coveted Coca-Cola Cup was handed to Diego 
Maradona, captain of the Argentine team by Dr. Joao 
Havelange, president of FIFA. 


Maradona was: awarded the “Golden Ball” trophy with 175 
points as the most valuable player in the tournament in a poll 
by sports writers and tournament officials. 

The “Silver Ball” and “Bronze Ball” trophies went to Julio 
Romero of Paraguay with 110 points and Argentina’s Diaz 
respectively, with 64 points. 

Uruguay finished third in the tournament by defeating 
Poland 5-3 in a penalty kick contest which followed their draw 
in the regulation halves and extra time periods.
